Waitless IS a mobile device that offers an indisidual to tune in infoimahon \ia several channels 
Foi this example, Icti assume Waitless has 26 channel A through Z Channel A, the first 
channel that comes up when you turn the unit on, will alAvavs be reserved for telHng you what is 
on the other channels. This holds taie no matter where vou go. channel A is resei"ved for menu 
clioKxs jelatn e to ^ oui (.uirent location In addiuon., channel \ can tell vou how channel letters 
aic posted at this location For example, while at Best Buv channel \ tciis vou tltat selected

Waitless allows each business to become like its own radio station. Yet, the setup is as simple as 
setting up messages on a voicemai!, but unlike voicemaii, your customers wlH love it because... 

1 ) for the first tittie he or she can actually hear the audio they want, like their favorite 

NFL team; 

2) unlike voicemaii you can still ask a live person (the waitress, bartender or manager) a 
question; and 

3) you have the control to switch channels back and forth without having to hang up the 
phone back, because you couldn't get back to the main menu and it hung up cm you. 

In addition to the obvious benefits to the bar patron's experience, the bar owner can e.f periment 
with ditlerent messages. Perhaps, the owner will discover that by simply listing a special on the 
Waitless system, it greatly increases tliat menu item's sales or perhaps the owner just wants to 
explain that the butTet tuns from 6 am~ll am on Saturdays and Sundays. 

The power of the system comes from tlie fact each business is free to develop their own system. 
Customer satisfaction will dictate how your company's system is modified. 

For example. 

One car dealership may choose to use the Wai tless system as tbllows: You \valk into the 
showroom and tune channe! A... "Hello and Welcome to Southern California's Fastest Growing 
Car Dealer".,. 

Channel B \vill guide you to our nearest restroom or payphone, 
Channel C has information regarding our service department, 
D om- leasing programs 
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E new cars 

F pieviousiy owned vehicles 
G extended warranties 
111 parts deparlTuent 

Whereas, another car dealership may choose to do the above, plus have information at each 
vehicle. So when you walk the by each car, you can receive snformation about that particular 
vehicle without having to hassled by their "ftiendly" salespeople. Assuming Waitless has 
become ubiquitous, the customers will gravitate to the system they prefer. 

.Another example. 

Sony has 7 brand new camcoder models, that are being sold at Best Buy. There is not enough 
lime to train all the sales people nationwide for Best Buy and there are only a few weeks before 
Christmas. Waitless aiiovvs Sony to directly download their own sales information to each every 
Best Buy nationwide. You walk into Best Buy the next morning and posted with each camcoder 
is its Waitless channel letter. So, without having a salesperson available, you tune channel G 
(the channel assigned to the camcoder you are currently looking at) and Waitless tells you that 
this is Sony's brand new XY-400 model and ail of its unique capabilities. Channel G goes on to 
say that if you would like more features, check out the XY~500 on channel H. 

Sony can also test several ditTerent customer message styles in different Best Buy stores. 
Perhaps explaining the technical details on the Waitless system in one of Best Buy's stores. In 
anoUier store, they might focus more on the consumer benefits. Then by monitoring the sales of 
the 2 stores they could fine tune their message. Maybe technical messages with details help the 
higher end products sales and customer benefit messages help lower price point products. 

Unlike TV commercials and radios ads, Waitless provides atmly unique ability to directly 
monitor the successful ness of a particular sales message. But unlike other monitoring methods, 
which customers dislike because of the so-called "Big Brother" tracking them, Waitless allows 
tlie customer to remain totally anonymous. 

This is no small accomplishment, sales messages with instantaneous customer sales feedback 
without imposing on the customer's privacy Furthermore, a company could questioned their 
customers via button boards respDnse systems Ihe response data could be download and still 
without compromising the custoraet's identity. 

For example 

You are in the lobby of your hotel listening to the Waitless system's main menu on channel A 
"Be sure to tune to channel A in your room, wher e thete are different menu options, 
Here in the lobby, tune to B for information on the nearest restrooms and payphones, 
C for check in and check out information, 
D for Restaurant information.

How does Waitiess work? 

\\'aitless will allow any location with a transmitter to become a virtual radio station But unlike 
tran<;mitting radio frequencies the transmitters send light emitting diode <L E D ) signals that are 
dis-'it.illN encoticv'i and encn pted Ts picalK muh) i'le^jucnc) or R.F In the picfcticd mode of 
transmitting wude^s audio Signals, smce it can tra\d through ualls ovei gieat distance^ 
W hefeas sending audio signal via 1. 0 D is rciativcly limited to the line of sight and has othci 
limitations But these limitations are actually great benefits to Waitiess These hmitations allow 
you to transmit many redundant channels in a limited area without interfering with one another.

Now vvhen >nu go honit; with the camcodei video on all the cooi pioducts \ou -saw, >ou v^il! no 
longer have crowd noise for audio, but the corresponding Microsoft sales information for that 
product. And when you leave the Microsoft booth walk next door to Panasonic booth and record 
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the information on channels G and H to your camcorder, the audio will correspond to 

Panasonic's products. The use of I..H.D. transmitters verses RF reduces signal interference. 

Not only are these limiiations lechnically beneficial, but it also elirmnates FCC licensing. 
Whereas RF signals can interfere with other RF devices and require government licensing, 
Waitless makes up for lack of signal stren^h, with more transmitters. But tjot more transmitter, 
all transmitting the same message, but each transmitter transmitting a message unique to where 
you are standing.

Besides being vei\ benetlual to tiaselers in tuieignei coutitnes \\ aitiess ean also aid the 
handicap Since, Waities-s acquires no computer inputs, a blind person could obtain this same 
niformation that would otherv\ise reqmre ihe abihty lo read a computer momior. I hose widi 
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hearing difficulties wodd be able to adjust the volume controls to better hear important 
information. For those who have difficulty speaking or only speak sign language, they will be 
able to access important information without having to ask someone. 

Since Waitless can be heard through an earpiece or headset, one could obtain detailed 
information where it once was ditTicult, Places where you need to be quiet or those tliat are too 
noisy. You could receive detaiied infomation how to find old magazines while in a libraiy 
without disturbiiig anyone else. While visiting someone at the hospital, you could tune to a 
channel to learn how late visitor iiours run or where the gift shop is located. At loud 
environments like a nightclub, you could tune to a channel and hear how to buy a club t-shirt or 
listen to the Dj's upcoming play list. 



The power of the internet will greatly enhance Waitless's ability to simply and quickly update 
messages nationwide on connected Waitless systems. But Waitless will do many things the 
internet can not. By bring triore value to their customers, Waitless may be a lifesaver to 
companies that currently own brick and mortar locations. 

For example, sporting events could transmit intbrmation to attending fans. Information, such 

as... 

the game's play by play, 

updated scores trom other sporting events, 

information on upcoming games, 

team ticket information, 

pre-game piaver and coach interviews. 

tnore detailed statisttcb of the game tht-s ate v^'atching, and 

even medical updates on injured players. 

Another unique and powerful feature of \S aitless allows businesses to transmit enciypted 
messages that only designated employees can recetve Tbi<. doesn't have to be potentia!!\ 
damaging infomtation, but snfofmatton niose useful to a ceitatn eniplo\ee ttian an>one eKe 
Information like detailed procedures how to operate certain machmei-\ oi computer terminals 
Procedures that m.\y iarel> change, but must be repeated over and over to every new employee. 
This is not a message that the employees is forced to listen to, over and over, but infontiation 
they can be turned off or tuned to any time they need it. 

For example, 

.A mtinufactuier has detailed procedures in it''* shipping departn'em Details on how to ship 
diffttcnt size and vveight packages i<> different tioie ;rones, uuh ditrereni shipping methods to 
se\ erai different distributers all with different bill of lading requirements. Written instructions 
may become overwhelming under this scenario. Waitless could simplify' such information. 
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Critica! information, that may be used infrequently and difficult to fmd, can now be accessed 
without searching for a manual, at a flip of a switch, information like how to reset or operate 
important equipment or machinery, where and how to replenish necessary supplies, who to call if 
there is an emergency. 

Another example of employee encrypted messaging.

At sboppmg malls, \\ aitless couUi make employees aware of omplou'e sales contests, how to 
handle jetums, how to enter ciedit card mformation into the regi.ster, how to handle disgruntied 
emplovees, and who to call when shoplrftmg is suspected. Customers on the other hand, could 
hear about store sales, holiday store hours, how to apply for a store credit card, who to contact to 
register a complaint, and the stores return policy. 

But Waitless, could help so called "brick and moitar" retailers offer their customers other unique 
features. Customers could listen to the evening news, weather reports, financial news and/or 
sports all while shopping. Like the Miller Lite television ad, where guys are staked out under a 
clothing rack watching a football game while their wives and girifriends shop, Waitless could 
provide these same men the ability to hear the game. But not only in that one store, but while 
walking throughout the mail . 

Now you know the routine, channel B for the nearest restroom, payphone, or restaurant. But 
Waitless could also help a pareni find a lost child, instead of trying to listen to every distorted 
message coming over the mall's paging system, one could tune to a designated channel to hear 
lost child information. This channel would also explain where to go to recovery their lost child 
or wallet. 

In some areas of the country, one can dnve up to a home for sale and tune to a designated radto 
station on the ca5 stcioo to hoar a sales mformation on that home With Wattless mstcad of just

As you can see by lool«fig at the aSached Adobe illustrator file, my re-creation of your diagram is 
incomplete. 1 also realize that i probably violated al! ttie technical rules for creating such a 
diagram, but 1 wanted to get something on paper, 1 could not read the fax very well, perhaps you 
could make some rough notes on this attached diagram using Adobe Illustrator and e-mail it back 
to me. i am sending this file in two versions; 1) with the fonts still in tact and 2) with the fonts
